REVIEW OF TIIB SITUATION. 
N ew Y o rk , June 17.— R- G. Don k 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: "It 
is most encouraging that two of the 
great speculations by which legitimate 
business for months has been embar­ 
rassed have come to an end withont dis­ 
aster to other parties, save those who 
had invited disaster. Arnold A Co. in 
coffee, and Kershaw k Co. in grain, 
with powerful combinations behind 
them, have broken, with a number 
of smaller operators, but commerce and 
finances havo not been seriously dis­ 
turbed. Those who derided or disputed 
the wheat statistics given three months 
ago in thia review can now see whether 
these figures were more correct than the 
estimates of the speculating ring. March 
19th this review said that the "surplus 
was iu excess of the year's home demand 
and the 104,000,000 bushels stated to 
have been exported were no more than 
90.000.000 bushels. 
Speculators ridi­ 
culed this warning, but 40,000j bush­ 
els more have been exported to date, 
and the home demand has been satisfied 
within 13 days of the eud of the crop 
year. 
The 
visible 
supply 
of 
wheat is 42,112,176 bushels,^ besides 
all the wheat m farmers' hands and 
country elevators, and all the flour in 
the country. For the first time since 
February, Chicago was selling wheat for 
export on Thursday, and the market is 
now gradually adjusting itaeit to the 
natural condition. The sales of wheat 
here reached 90,197,000 bushel*, and of 
coff e, 1,272,000 bags. In both markets 
liquidation is progressing with a more 
quiet feeling.

D e n v e r Col., June 17.—A Cheyenne, 
Wy., special to the A’eiw, says: "A 
petition was filed by A. H. Swan yester­ 
day which places the now famous Swan 
assignment case in a new* phase. The 
petition cites that two years ago the 
firm of 8 wan Bros, was worth 81,000,000, 
that the shrinkage in values caused 
them to borrow large sums of money, ou 
which, foreseeing their inability to pay, 
and in order to save their creditors, they 
made an assignment to A. H. Reel and 
F. W. Lafretz, that the twenty days 
time allowed by law to file with the 
assignees a statement of assets and lia­ 
bilities was too short, and wishing to place 
the affairs of tno partnership iu a tangi­ 
ble shape they executed a trust deed of 
their property to Erasmus Nagle. Grave 
doubts having arisen as to the legality of 
this step, the petitioner now asks that 
the partnership of Swau Brothers be dis­ 
solved by the Cpurt and a receiver ap­ 
pointed to assume charge of its affairs.” 
The petition also states that the assets of 
the firm are 875,000 in Iowa and $80,000 
in Wyoming, the liabilities reaching 
8750.000. The Court granted the peti­ 
tion, and appointed Erasmus Naglo na 
receiver, with bonds fixed at §250,000. 
it is now thought that the business of 
the bankrupt tirin, which has been in a 
terribly muddled condition, is assuming 
shape for 8ettlement.

Chinese Highbinders Carry on 
Their Warfare in the streets 
of fc>’an Francisco.

W a sh in g to n, June 17.—The official 
record of the Presentation of the battle 
flag proposition to the President con­ 
sists of the following letter from 
Adjutant General Dram and ita endorse­ 
ment by Secretary Endicott: 
W ashin gto n, April 30. 
To Hon. Win. C. Endicott, Secretary of 
W ar: 
Sin.—I have the honor to state that 
there are now in this office, stored in 
one of the attic rooms of the building a 
number of Union flags captured in 
action but recovered on the fall of the 
Confederacy and forwarded to the Wur 
department for safe keeping, together 
with a number of Confederate flags 
which the fortunes of war placed in our 
hands during the late civil war. While, 
in the past, favorable action has al­ 
ways been taken on any 
applica­ 
tion, properly supported for the return 
of the Union flags to organizations rep­ 
resenting the survivors of the military 
regiments in Iho service of the Govern­ 
ment, I beg to submit that it wouid be 
a graceful act to anticipate future re­ 
quests of this nature, and venture to 
suggest the propriety of returning all 
the flags—Union and Confederate—to 
the authorities of the respective States 
iu which the regiments that bore those 
colors were organized, for such final dis­ 
position as they may determine. While 
in all of the civilized uations of the old 
worid, trophies taken in war against 
foreign enemies have been carefully pre­ 
served 
and 
exhibited as 
proud 
mementoes of 
the 
nation’s mili­ 
tary 
glories. 
wise 
and 
obvious 
reasons have always excepted from this 
rule evidences of past internecine trou­ 
bles, which, by appeals to the arbitration 
of the sword, have disturbed the peace­ 
ful march of tho people to its destiny. 
Over twenty years have elapsed since 
tho termination of tho late civil war. 
Many promiuent leaders, civil and mil­ 
itary, of the late Confederate States, ar« 
now honored representatives of the peo­ 
ple in the national conncils, or in other 
eminent positions lend the aid of their 
talents to the wiso administration of the 
affairs of the whole country, and the 
people of tho several States composing 
tho Union are now united and treading 
a broader road to a glorious future. 
Impressed with these facts, I have the 
honor to submit the suggestion made in 
this letter for the careful consideration 
it will receive at your hands.

Associated Press Disnatches to the H erald 
L ondon, June 17.—When the de­ 
bate was resumed on the Crimea Bill this 
evening, Henry Fowler (Liberal) moved 
an amenrlme^ requiring that before en­ 
forcing clause 6, which deals with pro­ 
claiming dangerous associations the con­ 
sent cf both Houses of Parliament is to 
he obtained. This he said is the most 
dangerous clause of the bill aud ought 
to be resisted to the utmost. 
Balfour opposed the ameudment say­ 
ing that it would lead to a waste of 
time. 
Dillon declared that the belief univer­ 
sal in Ireland was'that the bill was 
mainly directed against the National 
League. 
Fowler’s amendment was rejected by 
233 to 121. 
Bevrral more amendments having 
been disposed of, the Chairman put the 
question whether cla.ne 6 should stand 
part of the bill. Sir Charles Russell 
entreated the House to consider the 
gravity of the objectionable character 
of the clanse. 
THE PARNELLITES WITHDRAW, 
While he was speaking the Ministerial 
benches rapidly tilled, members passiug 
in from the lobbies, and the Pqrnellites 
simultaneously arose and left the house, 
the Chairman twice calling upon 
them to resume tbeir seats. Amid 
the confusión a division was .ordered 
ami the clause adopted by 332 to 163. 
The Gladstonianswho wentont returned 
after voting, but the division having 
been declared, immediately arose iu a 
body and withdrew, amid Conservative 
cheers and laughter.

The aim of the Canadian government's 
policy was to foster their immonse unde­ 
veloped luineB of mineral wealth with a 
view of obtaining iron of Canadian man­ 
ufacture. Duties were to be imposed, 
directed principally agaiuat the United 
States rather than Great Britain.” 
(Cries of “hear! hear!1') Lord .Salisbury 
concurred in the belief that there was no 
animus against England in the Canadian 
policy. He said the new duties were 
part of the increased protective feeling 
visible in every country. Probably the 
Canadian idea that protection was bene­ 
ficial was delusive, but it was sincere, 
The government would do what it could 
on behalf of the British manufacturers, 
but he would not invite too much confi­ 
dence in their efforts.

The total coinage at Unitod States 
Mints in April was $5,045,895, of which 
$1,840,000 was in gold eagles and half­ 
eagles. $5,000,000 in silver dollars, $100,­ 
000 in dimes, $74,825 in nickels, and 
$20,070 in cents. 
The annual supply of silver from the 
mines of the world, has largely increased 
in the last fourteen years, the period 
covered by the marked deoline in the 
market price of silver, and has doubled 
since JS72; that is, from $62,000,000 in 
that year, to $124,000,000 in 1886. 
During the last decade, although the 
circulation of paper money in all civil­ 
ized countries advanced 29 per cent., 
the gold reserves were angmeuted by 75 
per cent. Fifteen years ago, there was a 
dollar of gold coin for every $3 60 of 
paper in circulation, while in 1885 there 
was a gold dollar for every $2.40 of 
paper, and this, too, when paper cur­ 
rency had greatly increased iu the mean 
time. 
Au “American Cattle Trust" has been 
organized with an alleged paid-np capi­ 
tal of $25,000,000. The combination 
has its interests centered in New York, 
Chicago, and the great cattle ranchos of 
the West, and its object is to own or 
manage the whole cattle-raising busi­ 
ness of the country, or as much as it can 
get hold of. Tho combinatiou includes 
many capitalists, East and West. 
The law authorizing the redemption of 
trade dollars has already boen in opera­ 
tion over three months, and has three 
mouths to run. It was originally esti­ 
mated that there were about 7,000,000 
of these coins in this country, aud the 
redemptions show that the estimate is 
nearly correct. Importations from China 
and Japan may swell the amount to 
$8,000,000.

The firing 
became general,Sieber receiving two shot* 
in the left leg. The hostile Baud then 
left the reservation and during the same 
night twelve men of the San Carlos 
tnbe also left, j doing the tirat band.

These facts 
show a loss of precious tim e, a repe­ 
tition of which m ay at any moment 
endanger the whole business portion 
of the city. The engines loet no time 
in getting to the fire after the tire- 
bell had been sounded; but it would 
b ave been rung at least ten minutes 
sooner if the electric fire-alarm system 
had done its work efficiently. There is 
too much at stake to perm it this go- 
as-you-please alarm system to be 
longer tolerated. If the city has made 
a bad bargain with th e Richmond 
company, and is compelled, under a 
loosely-drawn contract, to pay for the 
system 
whether it works well or 
not, then we m ust pocket the loss 
and secure a system that can be re­ 
lied upon. This is a m atter of the 
highest moment, and we call upon 
th e authorities to look to it, before 
we have paid too dearly for our pro­ 
crastination. 


T h e latest information in regard to 
the health of (Governor Bartlett is 
very reassuring. He is improving 
every day, and if nothing unforeseen 
happens, will be at his post in a week 
oi so. The G overnor's nervous and 
physical system bad been greatly run 
dow n, first by the exigencies of the 
cam paign; then by th e long session 
of the Board of Flection Commission­ 
ers in San Francisco, on which he sat 
for six hours each day for several 
w eeks; next by the suspense in the 
returns from all parts of the State and 
the closeness of the vote; then came 
the siege of politicians and place-hunt­ 
ers, followed by the session of the 
Legislature, involving constant and 
exhausting work on the part of the 
Executive. 
No wonder his health, 
already poor, gave way under these 
manifold duties and exactions. 
A 
cast-iron constitntion would hardly 
go through such an ordeal unscathed. 
But we are happy to know that a 
season of rest and careful treatm ent 
at the Highland Springs is bringing 
him out all right. 


T he Board of State Yiticultural 
Commissioners has adopted a resolu­ 
tion calling upon local inspectors 
throughout the Mate to report prom pt­ 
ly whenever they discover any viola­ 
tions of the Pure W ine Act in the use 
of m aterials forbidden by law in the 
manufacture of wines sold as pure. 
The virtue of the new law must be 
thoroughly tested. 
W e believe it to 
he a good law, and calculated to work 
needed reforms. It should be rigidly 
enforced, and if it is in any way de­ 
fective, its errors will be more speed­ 
ily developed and its virtues made to 
contribute the earlier to the fostering 
of the viticultural industry in Cal­ 
ifornia.

A COSTLY BLAZE. 


N in e T b o u s n t i d D o l l a r * D a m a g e 
I n a l 't w S itia n te s * 
A t about twenty-five minute» past 
eight o’clock last evening there occurred 
<uite an exciting tire on th e corner of 
Spring and Temple street* in the Allen 
Block. 
It appeared th at Mrs. Ü. C. 
Scott, who had her dresemaking parlors 
in two rooms fronting on Temple street 
in the second story, being crowded w ith 
work, had gone to th e parlors for the 
purpose of finishing some dresses for 
this morning’s delivery. >Sbe lighted her 
lamp, which was about tw o-thirdsi full. 
and placing it at one end of the table 
went to work at the other end, with 
her back loward the light. 
A few mo­ 
ments afterw ard Mrs. Scott heard a 
cracking noise and turning around she 
saw tho oil spreading over th e table and 
the lamp chimney breaking to pieces. 
H ardly knowing what she was doing she 
seized dresses and threw 
them 
the 
flames 
and 
screamed, but 
spite 
of 
her 
efforts 
the 
fire 
spread and 
in a 
few momenta the 
two rooms were in a mass of flames, Mr. 
Routan who occupied the room adjoining 
heard her pounding on his door and 
entering endeavored to assist her in 
putting out the flames but they had 
spread too much and by this time the 
smoke began pouring out of the build­ 
ing and was observed by Officer Little, 
who firing his revolver to attract a tt e n ­ 
tion ran to the scone. 
In a very few 
moments the streets round about were 
crowded thickly with people and it wus 
not uutil afcer Captain Teyler arrived, 
some ten minutes after the first alarm 
w as given, th at the alarm was turned in 
and ufter tbb eng nes arrived on the 
scene it was some tim e before the water 
was put through 
the 
windows 
on 
Temple street from which the flames 
bad burst forth and so dangerous did 
the fire appear at this tim e that occu­ 
pants of the offices in the building began 
throwing out their books and papers 
hoping to save them . 
There was no 
netd for this however for the water soon 
reduced 
th e 
flumes 
to 
submission 
and in a few minutes the fire was out. 
It succeeded in completely consuming 
everything in Mrs. Scott’s parlors, and 
had eaten its way across the hallway 
where the woodwork was considerably 
cHfcrred. 
The damage up stairs was con­ 
fined to tho rooms of Mrs. Scott and to 
the building. 
Mr*. Scott had about 
$1000 w orth of dre-ses and furniture 
and had only succeeded ¡b saving four 
dresses, which she seized as she left the 
room to c-scapo the flames. 
The damage 
to the building w as about §1000 as near 
us could be ascertained, for it was sus­ 
pected that the roof had baen m aterially 
injured. 
O ther losses up stairs were 
through excitement in throwing about 
books and 
furniture, 
and probably 
amounted to about $¿00. 
Messrs. Fox, 
Routan and Longley, olticial shorthand 
reporters, succeeded in saving all their 
valuable noteB, although the room in 
which 
they 
were in was slightly 
wrecked. 
The building belonged to the 
Allen estate, of which Messrs. Long, 
Spence and Kays are executors and was 
leased to L. Harris for nine years the 
lease expiring in 1890. 
It was insured 
ior $9000 w ith Messrs. Dobinson & Fair­ 
child, Broderick, Southern California 
Insuruuce Company and the State I n ­ 
vestment Insurance 
Company. 
The 
peoplo down stairs were more largely 
damaged 
frem 
water which leaked 
through in myriads of streams on to the 
valuarle 
goods. 
L. 
H arris’ 
gents’ 
furnishing store, on th e corner, was not 
seriously damaged, and it was estimated 
th at the loss would not run over $800, 
if it came up to th at figure, but th e 
Boston dry goods store was more seri­ 
ously injured. 
It is only a short time 
since $40,000 worth ot rich silks and 
satins were carried into the store, aud 
these were placed in the portion where 
the most water came. 
It was estimated 
that $30,000 worth o f these goods were 
damaged from $8000 up to $¿0,000, and 
in placing the figure a t $0000 it is 
thought th a t the estimate will not be 
any too high. 
Both of these Btores were 
partly kept from damage by oilcloth 
spread on top of th e goods, and the 
damage in this instauce shows the need 
of a Fire Patrol, Buch as is in existence 
in San Francisco and other large cities, 
where it is found that the goods saved 
by means of their operations mure than 
pays the expenses several times over. 
The total loss according to these figures 
is about $91)00, of which $6000 was 
caused by water alone.

HANGING OF T H E G A M BLERS.

Ever boar of the hanging of the gam­ 
b le s at Vicksburg?” inquired Captain 
Oglesby of u reporter, at tho congress of 
anciema, as those worthies gathered in 
the usual hebdomadal session. 
“ I ’ll tell 
you about it. 
As a piece of umateur 
municipal justice it took rank in its day. 
To begin at the beginning I have got 
to go hack to Natchez. 
T hat place 
was, in its day, the 
most 
beauti­ 
ful upon 
she Mississippi 
river 
be­ 
tween New Orleans aud 
St. Louia. 
I t 
is on a 
bluff 
¿00 
feet 
high, 
called the North Chickaaaw bluff. 
It 
was before the war the home of wealth, 
many rich planters living there. 
These 
men owned large cotton plantations in 
Mississippi, others had great sugar plan­ 
tations ‘in Louisiana. 
Up in the city 
th e society was polished and aristocratic. 
There was a little bottom next the river, 
and under the bluff a narrow strip where 
theró waa a large business done in tu t 
way of merchandising of various kinds, 
commission and cotton 'hipping. 
Silver street, next th e bluff, between 
th at and the water, was occupied by 
whisky sellers, gambling 
houses, dance 
houses and other bad resorts. This bluff 
had been gradually settling for three or 
four years. 
Every now and then there 
would be a landslide. 
In 1834 a great 
slide made it necessary for the Silver 
street occupants to seek other haunts. 
The gamblers aud other disreputable 
denizens went to Vicksburg, which had 
up to that time boen rather an orderly 
town and desirable place to live in. After 
the arrival of tho gamblers Vicksburg 
began to be notorious through its new 
population. 
Many outrages were com­ 
m itted. 
It came to such a pass th at the 
good citizens of Vicksburg held a* pub­ 
lic meetiug to correct the abuses. 
A 
committee, w ith a Dr. Bodley at the 
head, a prominent gentleman esteemed 
by every one, visited 
the 
gambling 
houses and whisky shops. 
H and bills 
had been posted ordering the gamblers 
to leave the town inside of tw enty-tour 


ll0° W hen the committee appeared a fight 
took place, in which Dr. Bodley was 
killed and two or three other citizens 
badly wounded. 
This murder aroused 
the most intense feeling and the highest 
excitement. 
I do not think a mob was 
ever organized in a shorter tim e. 
Fivo 
gamblers who were most prominent in 
the attack that resulted in m urder were 
taken up on the hill and all swung up. 
I t was a great day for Judge Lynch. 
W hen they were dead they wore taken 
down and thrown into groves at the foot 
of the gallows, a quantity Of their gamb­ 
ling impliments being thrown into the 
ditch and buried with them. The lynch­ 
ers then took an old scow and putting ten 
dozen 
gamblers 
upon it who 
were not directly conneoted with the 
m urder, pushed it out into the Missis­ 
sippi, without oar of pole of any kind, 
and set them udrift. 
The remaining 
gamblers left the town in great haste, 
glad to escape w ith their lives, and for 
many a long year thereafter Vioksburg 
was noted bs a high grade moral town. ’

•f there wss an honest man it was 
■Chief Skinner. If policemen had taken 
bribee it would come to life some time. 
'The time would come when more would 
be found out about the matter. 
Mr. Breed said that he mentioned 
Chief Skinner’s name because Fred. 
Smith had stated that the Chief had 
prevented him from pulling some gamb­ 
ling games, and he thought tho Chief 
should have the right to set the time for 
pulling the game*. 
Chief Skinner said he believed that 
Fred. Smith had never taken a bribe nod 
did not think he was dishonest in the 
least. 
Mayor Workman said that he thought 
Fred. Smith had worked hard to find 
the truth in the matter. 
Thomas Botello was granted leave of 
ahseuut) for ten davs. 
Captain Tyler said that a slur | had 
been oast on the Police Force and lie did 
not know of a man who was not anxious 
to have the matter investigated thor­ 
oughly. 
If there was a way of getting 
at the matter it should be done at once, 
for it was demoralizing upon the force to 
have the alur continue. 
I t was an easy 
m atter for a new spaper to make a charge 
bnt it was not easy for it to prove the 
charge. 
He wanted it shown that there 
was or was not bribery. 
Mr. Weed atated that he had never 
made a dollar while he was on the Po­ 
lioe Foroe that he was ashamed to own 
and he challenged any one to meet him 
face to fsee and say so.

C hronic B ronchitis is also an inflam m a­ 
tion of the m ucous m em brane of the bron­ 
chial tnbes.

The 
progress Is slow, b u t if left to Itself is n» 
less sure.
